Y grad helps Alpine schools save $1 million

Alpine School District, which 
includes the Provo/Orem area, saved 
$1.1 million by improving energy 
efficiency between June 1994 and 
June 1995 with the help of a program 
developed by a BYU graduate. 

Three school districts, Alpine, Box 
Elder and Davis, together saved near- 
ly $3.5 million, according to the 
Alpine School District budget. The 
energy manager for the Alpine School 
District is Michael Glenn, a BYU 
graduate who used a program he 
developed in his thesis to improve 


efficiency. 

Glenn, of the Utah Office of Energy 
Services, said there are four factors to 
the savings: using state of the art 
lighting technology and building con- 
trols; hiring full-time energy man- 
agers; tracking each buildings’ energy 
use and advising school administra- 
tors; and making a financial commit- 
ment to building maintenance. 

“They (Alpine School District) hired 
a full-time energy manager, and that 
was a good move,” Glenn said. 

A full-time energy manager ensures 
that new schools will be built effi- 
ciently, rebuilds old schools’ energy 
systems and keeps track of energy use 


Provo serving as location

“We have a lot of peo- 
ple who are interested in this industry, 
and it helps to generate revenue for 
local businesses.” 

Marilyn Toone, director of the 
Central Utah Film Commission, 
agreed with Billings. 

Toone estimated that communities 
in Wasatch, Juab and Utah counties 
will host this type of filming only 
once or twice each year. 

“A production of this size will prob- 
ably generate an average revenue of 
$500,000 to $1 million in Utah 
County,” Toone said. 

Dan Blatt, executive producer, 
explained that Provo was chosen for 
the filming mostly because of conve- 
nience. “Utah was where the story 
took place, and this location 
(LeMar’s) suited our needs.” 

When asked what it’s like to work 
in Provo, Blatt replied with a simple,

O’Grady was most recently assigned to the Air Force’s 555th Fighter 
Squadron, stationed in Aviano, Italy. He was participating in NATO operations 
over Bosnia in early June when his F-16 was shot down by a Bosnian Serb sur- 
face-to-air missile. 


Death rates escalate among female smokers 


NEW YORK — Lung cancer death rates among women smokers soared six- 
fold from the 1960s to the 1980s, a new study found. 

Such deaths increased from 26 per 100,000 to 155 per 100,000, said one of 
the researchers, Dr. Michael J. Thun of the American Cancer Society. During 
the same period, the rate nearly doubled in men who smoke, from 187 to 341. 

Lung cancer has now surpassed heart disease as the leading cause of smok- 
ing-related deaths among white middle-class smokers, Thun said. 

The findings came from a comparison of two large studies sponsored by the 
cancer society, one from 1959-1965 and the other from 1982-1988. 

Heart disease death rates declined by 50 percent in both smokers and non- 
smokers, the researchers found. 

Death rates from lung cancer, coronary heart disease and other smoking-relat- 
ed diseases were measured in more than 200,000 current smokers and 480,000 
lifelong nonsmokers in each study. Premature mortality doubled in women and 
continued unchanged in men, the researchers found.

American Fork Post Office 
installs high-speed sorters

American Fork has become the first 
smaller city in Utah to join the com- 
puter age with its post office. 

Rep. Bill Orton, D-Utah, and local 
residents attended an open house 
Saturday at the American Fork Post 
Office to see the Delivery Carrier 
Sequence Bar Code Sorters in action. 

The new machines, which can read 
the bar codes on the 50-60 percent of 
the letters that carry bar codes and put 
them into delivery order, should 
reduce the time letter carriers spend 
sorting mail by about half, said 
American Fork Postmaster Ken 
Jorgenson. This amounts to between 
two and four hours less work for the 
letter carriers. 

“Typically a good carrier will sort 
mail about 1,000 pieces an hour. This 


,machine will do, when it’s going its 


slowest, about 21,000 pieces an hour, 
SO we’re speeding up the delivery of 
mail by leaps and bounds,” Jorgenson 
said. 

The machines also make no mis- 
takes, eliminating human error, said 
Jorgenson. Until now, all incoming 
mail was sorted manually by letter 
carriers, each address matching up to 
a slot called a pigeonhole in an L- 
shaped work station. 

It costs the Postal Service $40 to 
process 1,000 letters by hand, and 
only $4 with the new machines, Orton 
said. 

“Tt’s a tribute to Mr. Jorgenson and 
his foresight and vision in getting his 
particular district ready to go online 
with this kind of equipment,” Orton 


said. 

Postal employees from as far away 
as Boise and Seattle will come to 
American Fork to train on the new 
letter sorters, Orton said. 

Orton also said the American Fork 
facility, which was designed by 
Jorgenson, is one of the only small to 
mid-size post offices large enough to 
accommodate the machinery. The 
postmaster has been busy updating 
the computer systems with delivery, 
route and code information to prepare 
for the machinery, Orton said. 

American Fork Post Office delivers 
to American Fork, Alpine and 
Highland and is No. | in service and 
customer satisfaction, according to 
Jorgenson and his wife, Raylene. The 
American Fork Post Office will soon 
be sorting mail for Pleasant Grove 
and Lehi as well, Jorgenson said. 

Larger versions-of the bar code 
sorters have already been in operation 
for a year in Salt Lake City, Provo 
and Ogden, according to the U.S. 
Postal Service. The computerized 
machines are manufactured by Loral, 
which was purchased by IBM, 
Jorgenson said. 

“The mathematics are unbeliev- 
able,” Jorgenson said in reference to 
the computers. “Whatever professor 
came up with the mathematics is a 
genius.” 

Because of the efficiency of the 
machines, a reduction in the price of 
stamps is possible in the foreseeable 
future as more post offices around the 
country begin using them, Jorgenson 
said.

The U.N. commander in the former 
Yugoslavia, Gen. Bernard Janvier, 
met with Bosnian Serb commander 
Gen. Ratko Mladic on Sunday to try 
to convince him to withdraw the 
weapons. Mladic refused and NATO 
launched the cruise missile attack 
hours later. 

NATO did not fire cruise missiles 
on Monday, but jets attacked Serb 
positions. 

The Bosnian Serb military said 
“dozens of planes” dropped bombs 
near Sarajevo and Banja Luka. 

NATO said the Serbs fired missiles 
at the planes, but all returned safely. 


Associated Press Television report- 
ed the Serbs lighted fires in the north- 
ern Sarajevo suburb of Vogosca to 
produce black smoke and throw off 
NATO pilots. 

A Bosnian army officer formerly 
with the Serb-led Yugoslav army said 
Vogosca is the site of an underground 
ammunition factory and a long tunnel 
where the Serbs reportedly are hiding 
heavy weapons from NATO military 
attacks. 

Since Aug. 30, NATO has bombard- 
ed an array of Serb targets across 
Bosnia, including ammunition depots 
and command and communication 
centers. 

The campaign was launched two 
days after a shell exploded in 
Sarajevo, killing 38 people, and was 
designed to force the Serbs to ease 
their siege of Sarajevo and halt all 
attacks on U.N. “safe areas.” 

The airstrikes have met with strong 
condemnation from Moscow, a close 
Serb ally. 

The Russian defense minister 
warned Defense Secretary William 
Perry in a phone conversation that 
“recent escalations of the armed con- 
flict will inevitably lead to it spread- 
ing beyond the Balkans,” according to 
Russia’s Defense Ministry. The 
Pentagon refused to confirm that. 

NATO and Russian officials met 
Monday in Brussels, but failed to 
resolve their differences.

NBA union’s fate 
revealed today

NEW YORK — Will Michael Jordan’s decertification 
effort carry the day or will his NBA colleagues back 
their union and a new labor deal? The answer will come 
today, when players’ votes are counted. 

But even that won’t necessarily be the end of the 
NBA’s tangled labor dispute. What happens next — and 
how long the lockout continues — will be determined 
by who wins and by how much. 

“T think it will be a real revelation to people,” said an 
equally confident Simon Gourdine, the union’s execu- 
tive director. 

The losers, however, are likely to challenge the elec- 
tion results, erecting legal roadblocks that could delay 
the opening of training camp on Oct. 6 and drag on past 
Novy. 3, when the season is scheduled to start. 

Votes in the election to determine whether the NBA 
players’ association will continue to represent the play- 
ers or be disbanded will be counted publicly by National 
Labor Relations Board officials this afternoon. 

In balloting on Aug. 30 and Sept. 7, players cast their 
votes in large numbers, the heavy turnout believed to 
benefit the union. 

The margin of the victory could well determine how 
the player reps vote. In June, they killed a proposed 
agreement by tabling a vote. 

However, union leaders have said they expect the deal 
to be ratified this time. That would clear the way for 
team owners to approve the agreenient at a scheduled 
Sept. 18 meeting and lift the lockout begun July 1. 

After casting his vote last week, Jordan didn’t seem 
inclined to continue his fight for dissolving the union if 
the players vote against it. 

“Tf (decertification) doesn’t carry, then the players 
have spoken their minds, and that’s all I ask,” Jordan 
said. “If the majority of players choose to accept this 
deal, I’m with them, I’m with the majority — as long as 
two years down the road they can live the repercussions 
of what this deal is going to give them.”

“When they sleep, the resistance to 
air flow increases because their 


physician 
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breathing passageway narrows. This 
causes sleep disturbances at the rate 
of 30 to 100 times an hour,” Nelson 
said. 

The avoidance of caffeine, chocolate 
and tea before bedtime reduces the 
chances of insomnia, Nelson said. 

“Keep active,’ Nelson said. 
“Vigorous exercise in the early after- 
noon keeps your metabolic rate up, 
and will help you sleep at night.” 

There are also various relaxing exer- 
cises one can engage in, such as 
counting backwards from 100, and 
concentrating on breathing deeply 
from the abdomen. 

Nelson also said the bed should not

be used for anything but sleeping. “If 
you wake up in the middle of the 
night, go into the living room to 
read.” ‘ 

There are various clinics in Utah to 
accommodate patients with such dis- 
orders. 

Intermountain Health Care is a char- 
itable, nonprofit organization which 
provides medical care for persons 
with sleeping disorders, regardless of 
ability to pay, according to informa- 
tion released by IHC. 

There are also sleeping disorder pro- 
grams available at Utah Valley 
Regional Medical Center and LDS 
Hospital. 


Democrats argue changes 
in GOP Medicare plans

WASHINGTON — Republican 
changes in Medicare would be far 
more painful for senior citizens than 
the $7-a-month premium increase that 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich is talk- 
ing about, Democratic leaders con- 
tended Monday. 

The elderly will wind up paying 
almost $20 a month extra by 2002 and 
more than $1,300 each over the next 
seven years, the Democrats argued 
Monday. 

Republicans challenged their oppo- 
nents’ math and accused them of 
ignoring the $270 billion in savings 
the GOP is seeking. 

But they also conceded that the 
Medicare Part B premium may be as 
much as $10 higher in 2002 under 
their plan than under President 
Clinton’s budget — not $7 as 
Gingrich said Sunday. 

Rep. Sam Gibbons of Florida, the 
top Democrat on the Ways and Means 
Committee, predicted the GOP would 
have to “cut the dickens out of the 
benefit package inorder to hold the 
increase to $7.” 

But Tony Blankley, Gingrich’s press 
secretary, said, “The Democrats’ mis- 
take is not calculating the contain- 
ment of the costs of the program over 
seven years under our reform.” 

The Republicans have been count- 
ing on raising $60 billion over seven 
years by making Medicare beneficia- 
ries keep paying 31.5 percent of the 
cost of their Part B coverage. Part B 
covers doctor bills and lab tests. 

Clinton wants the premiums to 
cover 25 percent of costs. That would 
mean the current premium, $46.10 a 
month, would drop to $43.70 in 
January, followed by annual increases 
that would boost the premium to 
$82.80 a month by 2002. 

The Republican plan would produce 
premiums “in the $50 ballpark” for 
1996, and somewhere under $93 by 


2002, said Ari Fleischer, the GOP . 


spokesman for the Ways and Means 
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Committee. 

The White House contends the pre- 
miums would be $102.60 a month by 
2002 if the elderly keep paying a 31.5 
percent share. Fleischer called that 
number “bogus.” 

Gingrich also indicated the GOP 
will seek to phase out the subsidy for 
upper income retirees, including cou- 
ples making $125,000 a year or more. 

Clinton last year proposed making 
upper-income retirees pay sharply 
higher Medicare premiums. Now he 
has backed away from that and called 
for saving $124 billion by squeezing 
payments to doctors, hospitals and 
other health care providers. 

To raise $50 billion to $60 billion 
over seven years, Medicare beneficia- 
ries would have to pay $1,333 more 
apiece during that period, and $515 
more in 2002 alone, she said. 

Republicans argue that their 
Medicare savings package and 
Clinton’s proposal are closer than the 
White House lets on.

Shuttle 
to wing 
its way 
to Utah

Thanks to the help of a Utah senator, 
the space shuttle Discovery will stop 
in Salt Lake City on its way from 
Florida to California and will be on 
public display Sept. 26. 

The 747 aircraft carrying Discovery 
will land at the Salt Lake City 
International Airport. It will be dis- 
played the same afternoon and 
evening at the Utah Air National 
Guard base on the east side of the air- 
port. 

“We are expecting quite a crowd,” 
said Larry Shepherd, media and com- 
munications specialist for Sen. Robert 
Bennett, R-Utah. “We could easily 
have 30,000 to 50,000 people show 
up. 

Bennett was instrumental in bring- 
ing Discovery to Utah. 

“The senator heard the space shuttle 
would be moving across the country, 
and he requested that it stop over in 
Utah,” Shepherd said. 

Discovery will stop in Utah on its 
way from Kennedy Air Force Base in 
Florida to Palmdale, Calif. 

It will be in Palmdale for a nine- 
month maintenance overhaul. 

Planning the layover was no easy 
task. Everything had to be verified

Pastor saves yachters in peril —

SIMPSON BAY, St. Maarten - As one of the century’s 
most powerful hurricanes ripped boats from their moor- 
ings, a voice crackled over the radio to those on board, 
shedding light on the darkest day of their lives. 

For more than seven hours last Tuesday, the Rev. Tom 
Higginbotham directed boat traffic in the surging seas 
from his perch at his St. Maarten International Baptist 
Church, on the second floor of a white and orange stucco 
mini-mall overlooking Simpson’s Bay Lagoon. 

To the “yachtees” who survived Hurricane Luis last 
week, Higginbotham was a lifeline, a voice that calmed 
them and helped direct them as they struggled with their 
out-of-control vessels. 

“There were boats flying everywhere,’ said 
Higginbotham, wearing a T-shirt, shorts and deck shoes. 
“There were boats hitting other boats. There was nothing 
you could do in six-to eight-foot waves.” 

His lifesaving broadcast was cut off abruptly at 4 p.m., 
when the hurricane ripped the roof and radio antenna from 
his house. 

“He's been absolutely unbelievable,’ said Yvette 
Hemmens of Cape Town, South Africa. “If not for him, 
some people wouldn’t be alive. He’s been like a saint to all 
the yachtees here.” 

The church has become an aid coordination center for 
yachtees from all over the world who were in St. Maarten 
when Luis hit. 

The official toll on this Dutch half of the island, hit by 
Hurricane Luis on Sept. 5, stood at five. One more death

was reported in St. Martin, the French side. Officials - 


feared the toll could climb as French and Dutch divers 
looked Monday through hundreds of sunken boats for vic- 
tims. 

People at the lagoon said divers brought up a woman, 
barely alive, over the weekend. They said she had been 
saved by an air pocket in the hull of a sailboat. U.S. 
Consul General Buddy Williams said the divers brought up 
a body. 

On Monday, a French helicopter crew offered to lift 
beached boats back into the water. Yachtsmen from around 
the world established a fund to rebuild the vessels of unin- 
sured yachters. 

A Spanish woman, who asked that her name not be used, 
said she wanted to thank the unassuming, soft-spoken 
Higginbotham personally. Five days after the brunt of the 
hurricane hit St. Maarten, she remained unhinged by the 
experience and did not want to stray from her beached 
yacht. 

“You can’t imagine the waves. It was so terrible,” she 
said. “Friends of ours told us that at one point a girl or 
woman got on the radio asking for help, saying, “The cap- 
tain drowned! The captain drowned!” 

She covered her face with her hands and sobbed. 

Higginbotham was like an air-traffic controller in a world 
gone mad, using his more powerful radio to help the 
yachters communicate. 

“If I heard something broke loose, I’d know who was in 
the way and radio them. I gave them the hurricane’s coor- 
dinates and told them about expected wind shifts, so they 
could adjust the locations of their anchors.”

BE-65, went down at about 6:45 p.m.

It crashed 
about 15 minutes after takeoff from 
West Point Municipal Airport, said 
Arlene Salac, a spokeswoman for the 
Federal Aviation Administration. She 
said the weather was clear and calm. 

Salac said the plane was owned by 
Peninsula Skydiving. There was no 
telephone listing for Peninsula 


said Virginia State Police spokes- 
woman Mary Evans. A man who 
answered the phone at the skydiving 
school refused to comment. 

Relatives of those who died in the 
crash had been notified, but their 
identities would not be released until 
late Monday, Evans said. She said 
they were men and women who 
appeared to be in their 30s and 40s. 

“Right after the crash, there was a 
couple of people (that) tried to get in 
there to get him (Harris) but they 
couldn’t,” Byrd said, “It was all in 
flames.” 

The only part of the airplane not 
reduced to ashes by the fire was its 
engine, said Jerry Wilson, chief of the 
West Point Volunteer’ Fire 
Department.
